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DETAILED ACTION 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1 , 2, 7-9, 11-13,16, and 1 9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record neither fairly teach nor suggest a titanium material containing an intervening Al 
concentrated layer between a Ti-AI base alloy and an oxide, wherein the intervening Al 
concentrated layer contains Al in an amount of 0.8-6% and the Al in the intervening Al 
concentrated layer is 0.3% or more than the Al in the Ti-AI base alloy. Furthermore, the 
prior art do not teach that the Ti-AI base alloy adjacent to the concentrated layer 
contains 0.50-3.0 mass% Al and that the oxide layer, which is also adjacent to the 
concentrated layer, is 50% or more crystalline in structure and 1 .0-100 nm thick.
